This is in response to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement, dated June 9, 

2009. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-34 for 
prosecution, without traverse. 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement, Applicants elect Species 1-1 (claims 
10-17, where the electrode active substance is a carbon material) and Sub-Species 1-1-7 (claim 
17, where the electrode active substance material is made out of a graphitic carbon material with 
specific crystalline structure, BET specific surface area, true density, etc.) for prosecution, also 
without traverse. Claims 1-17, 30, 31, 32, 33 and 34 read on the elected Species 1-1. Claims 1-
